An Act to continue for the financial year 1991- 92 the existirig rates 

of income-tax and to provide for the continu ince of the provi 
sions relating to auxiliary du ies of cus ons aud special du ies 
of excise for the said year. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty -second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Finance Act , 1991 . 


(2 ) Save as otherwise provided in this Act, section 2 shall come into 
force on the 1st day of April, 1991.

( 4 ) The provisions of the Central Excises Act and the rules made 
thereunder , including those relating to refunds and exemptions from 
duties , shall, as far as may be, apply in relation to the levy and collection 
of the special duties of excise leviable under this section in respect of any 
goods as they apply in relation to the levy and collection of the duties of 
excise on such goods under that Act or those rules, as the case may be.
